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A BLOW AT M’KINLEYISM. 
Yesterday’s Congressional elections are not 
to be interpreted as a flop of the country to 
free trade, as Palmer would have people be- 
lieve. They are simply a protest, or rather a 
revolt, against what has come to be known as 
* McKinleyism ’’—an increase of tariff duties 
already high enough or too high for the ben- 
efit of a class of manufacturers and to the in- 
jury of millions of consumers. This revolt 
means that while the Republican masses are 
as much in favor of moderate duties for the 
protection of domestic manufactures against 
destructive foreign competition as they were 
in 1888, their minds ate made up to have no 
more legislation for the sole good of Eastern 
mill bosses.

Congress reassembles knock out those features 
of the McKinley bill which have knocked 
them out and which the people have rejected. 
If they refuse to do that, but allow the present 
new and excessive duties on the necessities of 
life to stay, the Congress which follows may 
represent & people so embittered by an over- 
dose of McKinleyism that it will sweep away 
protection altogether. It is better to yield a 
little to save much, and the timely withdrawal 
of the party from the position so expressly 
condemned in 1890 may save it and the cause 
of reasonable protection in 1892. 

It is true if the Democrats were to secure 
the control of all departments of the Govern- 
ment in 1892 and were to carry out their 
avowed policy of opening American ports to 
the competitive goods of Europe there 
would be two years afterwards a revo- 
lution more amazing than that which 
has just taken place. The Democracy would 
be swept from power everywhere by a Nation 
infuriated by the destruction of its industries 
and the impoverishment and degradation of 
its people. Republicanism and moderate pro- 
tection would be restored to power, but Re- 
publican victory can be secured by other and 
less drastic means.

THE GREAT LANDSLIDE. 

No part of the biame for the great land- 
slide in politics of Tuesday can be laid at the 
door of Secretary Blaine. He did all in his 
power to prevent the cause of it and to miti- 
gate the force of the slide. It is generally 
understood that he was opposed to all the un- 
necessary increases of duty in the McKinley 
bill and especially in the woolen and linen 
schedules. He believed thatthe campaign of 
1888 was fought and Won on the issue of rea- 
sonable protection versus the Mills bill. He 
did not believe in raising duties where they 
were high enough already, but in lowering 
them where they were excessive. He did not 
believe in higher duties on wool, which made 
it necessary to raise those on woolens, and 
thus add to the expenses of every consumer 
without benefiting the sheep-growers. He did 
not believe in higher duties on flax, when a 
suitable article cannot be grown im this coun- 
try profitably for the fiber. He was not in 
favor of increased duties on glass or cutlery, 
seeing no necessity therefor. 

What he did believe in was an extension of 
the free list and the placing thereon of all 
crude materials when it could be done with 
advan to the industrial interests of the 
country. He believed also in reciprocity with 
all North and South American States, and the 
wider and freer the better. It was an idea 
which had been fastened on his mind, that 
the interests of this country would be pro- 
moted thereby. Not being a member of the 
House or Senate, he could not state his views 
in Congress. Not being an editor or a private 
citizen, he could not state them with the 
freedom of an outsider. But as Secretary of 
State, having charge of the foreign relations 
of the United States, commercial as well as 
non-commercial, he felt it his duty to lay be- 
fore the Ways and Means Committee of Con- 
| gress the subject of Latin-American reciproc- 
ity. He did so last spring, and his ideas were 
| fiaally incorporated in part in the bill, but in 
a maimed and mangled form, which cripples 
him in his efforts to negotiate proper recip- 
rocal treaties. 

He wished the sugar duties retained tempo- 
rarily that he might have something to trade 
on and might hold up the glittering advantage 
before the eyes of the Pan-American nations, 
which wished for free access to the great 
American markets. It was his design that those 
duties should be remitted as soon as any Latin- 
American country swept exclusion laws from 
its statute books and opened its ports free to 
American food stuffs and manufactures. It 
was his belief that those countries, one after 
the other, would hasten to get the benefit of 
the offer of the United States. But the lead- 
ers of the Republicans in Congress, through 
ignorance or envy, almost tied his hands by 
throwing away the sugar duties at once, leav- 
ing to him nothing to trade on and permitting 
the reimposition of only half the old duty if a 
sugar-producing country was not willing to 
deal fairly with the United States. 

So if there is anyththing defective in the 
reciprocity scheme in the McKinley bill it is 
not the fault of Mr. Blaine but of certain 
members of Congress, who were weighed in 
the balance last Tuesday and found wanting, 
and as a consequence are unable to read 
their titles clear to seats in the next House 
of Representatives. 
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WISCONSIN'S EDUCATIONAL DEBT TO VIB- 
GINIA. 

Congressman Mills of Texas diversified his 
recent attack on the public school system of 
Wisconsin by telling the people of that State 
that they owed their echool-houses to Virginia 
and the Democratic party. Tus Trrecuns 
pointed out to Mr. Mills that he was claiming 
for the State and the ‘party honors to which 
they were not entitled. Thereupon the Ken- 
tucky Courier-Journal rushes to the defense 
of Mr. Mills and dilates on the indebtedness 
of Wisconsin to Virginia and its distinguished 
citizen, Thomas Jefferson, for its public 
school system which Peck and Vilas have been 
trying to destroy.

Noth- 
ing, except it be the cession to the General 
Government by that State of whatever shad- 
owy right it had to the Northwestern Ter- 
ritory, of which Wisconsin forms a 
part. But there were other claim- 
ants to the lands north of the Ohio 
and west of the Pennsylvania State line, 
who also ceded their rights to the General 
Government, and preceded Virginia in doing 
80. New York, as the successor to the rights 
of the Indian Six Nations, claimed to own all 
„these Western lands. Connecticut claimed a 
strip because its charter carried it to the 
Pacific. Massachusetts made a similar claim. 
Virginia’s assertion of ownership rested only 
on the occupation of Kaskaskia and Vin- 
cennes by its State troops, an occupation 
which could have carried with it under no 
circumstances anything more than the owner- 
ship of the Ohio watershed. It could not be 
stretched to cover territory drained by 
streams emptying into Lakes Erie, Michigan, 
and Superior and into the Mississippi above 
Alton. It never could have covered Wiscon- 
sin. So little confidence had Virginia in its 
vague title that it offered to surrender it to 
the Federal Government if guaranteed the 
possession of Kentucky. But Congress re- 
fused to give the guarantee.

begun at an early day by Massachusetts of 
dividing up a new township into about sixty- 
four parts. One of these was reserved for the 
church and another for the schools, the re- 
mainder going to the grantees. When the 
Congress of the Confederacy adopted the Land 
act, which is the basis of the present land sur- 
vey system, it had a provision, suggested by 
the New England practice, that every six- 
teeuth section should be reserved for educa- 
tional purposes. No Southern man, not even 
Mr. Jefferson, would have conceived the idea 
of making land-grants for the benefit of free 
public schools. He would have done it gladly 
for a university, but not for a place where 
common folks were to be taught. 

It is true that the Ordinance of 1787 
did give the sixteenth section to the 
State for school purposes, But the 
passage of that ordinance depended on 
a trade Congress was trymg to make with 
some Massachusetts men—the Marietta set- 
tlers—for the purchase of a big block of land 
east of the Scioto. Had that purchase not 
been made, the ordinance would not have 
passed. One of the conditions insisted on by 
the Massachusetts people in buymg their 
land was that the reserved sections within 
their purchase should be turned over to them 
for educational purposes, and not be retained 
for Congress to administer as it saw fit. They 
carried their point, but with difficulty, and 
thus established the precedent that the peo- 
ple of a townsuip should administer their 
school lands for themselves and not leave it to 
Congress to do it for them. The other school 
sections were given Ohio by the enabling act 
passed by Congress before the admission of 
the State. 

The basis of the educational system of Wis- 
consin, now menaced by the Democrats, is to 
be looked for in Massachusetts and not in Vir- 
ginia, whose royal Governor thanked God 
there were no free schools nor printing presses 
in his colony. al

THE NEW YORK BOODLERS ERA. 

The latest attempt to rescue the City of New 
York from the cesspool of boodlerism in poli- 
tics has failed. It was hoped the fusion ticket, 
made up of good citizens from both parties, 
would commend itself to the support of a ma- 
jority of the voters, but it did not. Tammany 
arguments, inducements, and affiliations 
proved to be too strong, and the cerrupt ele- 
ment is still in the seat of power with suffi- 
cient force to enable it to exact compensation 
for the extra expense and exertion needed to 
overcome the movement im favor of reform. 
The saloonkeepers and their tough customers 
have carried the day by a majority of some 
25,000 votes, | 

It is hard to believe that the vicious element 
is really in a majority in that city, though it 
be confessedly the worst of any municipal 
government in the United States. To assert 
that more than 50 per cent of those entitled to 
vote on Manhattan Island are deliberately in 
favor of boodle and saloon misrule is to libel 
the average human being in that part of the 
world. Inthe present instance the mischief 
arises from the unwillingness of many de- 
cently disposed men to disregard the party 
cry when raised by their leaders, and a mental 
lassitude which prevents them from vigorous- 
ly analyzing the sitastion for themselves. 
They do not believe half of what is published 
in regard to the villainy of the Tammany ring, 
deeming the statements to be simply 
complaints by disappointed  officeseek- 
ers, and for the rest they take it 
for granted that others might do no better.

By an alliance with the Lutheran anf Cath- 
olic Churches the Democrats have carried Wis- 
consin for the first time in seventeen years, 
They have elected George W. Peck As Gov- 
ernor and the rest of their State ticket by a 
plurality variously estimated at from 25,000 to 
40,000. They have elected seven and possibly 
eight of the nine Congressmen in the State, 
and have carried both branches of the Legis- 
Jature, insuring retirement of United 
States Senator Spooner and the election as his 
successor of Col. W. F. Vilas, a member of 
Cleveland’s Cabinet. Their control of the 
Legislature means the repeal of the Bennett 
law to carry out the party pledge to catch 
the German Lutheran and Catholic vote.

Then you will see into what 
utter insignificance and shade any of my so- 
called wild ways will sink. If I could only 
give youthe names that, in comparison, occur 
to me as I write, I could give you many 
amusing and startling details; but the present 
position of the persons to whom I refer pre- 
vents me from so doing. 

Not a Book of Excuses, 

But enough of this. I am not writing a 
book of excuses; only facts for your consid- 
eration and perusal, It is not necessary for 
me to remind some of my readers of the old 
saying that when a man is down is the time to 
trample on him, If proof of the saying be 
wanting to any, then I step forward and offer 
myself as a brilliant example, 

Since so many and various reports have 
been circulated by the press about my doings, 
I shall endeavor to give you a true picture of 
all these without varnish or addition to the 
actual facts. Oxford ways and customs are 
unique, and can only be correctly understood 
by those who have had practical experience 
with them; but from my account I shall hope 
to aid the reader in trying to discern some of 
the mysteries of the ancient seat of lerrning. 


HOME, SCHOOL, AND COLLEGE, 


Well Born, Educated at Good Preparatory 
Schools, and Sent to Oxford. 

I am the son of the Rev. Joseph Birchall, M. 
A., late rector of Church-Kirk, near Accring- 
ton, Lancashire, England, Rural Dean of 
Whalley, and Proctor in Convocation for the 
Archdeaconry of Manchester. My father was 
a very well-known man in the North of En- 
gland and was avery intimate friend of the 
late Bishop Fraser of Manchester and was 
considered an authority on matters pertaining 
to ecclesiastical law. He was a graduate of 
Brasenose College, Oxford, and a Hulmeian 
scholar of the same institution, | 

I was born May 26, 1866. Hence at the time 
when I am writing I am 24 years of age, and 
it is principally of the last fourteen years of 
this period that I propose to treat in the fol- 
lowing pages. ‘ 

I was neturally jolly, to use a slang ex- 
pression. For me the world had very few 
cares that presented any serious difficulty. I 
used to go on the old saying, which so naively 
remarks, ‘* Never trouble trouble till trouble 
troubles you,” and in these few words I used 
to find much spurious com fort, 

I was likewise a warm supporter of the dis- 
torted adage which says, Never do today 
what you can do tomorrow,“ and whenever 
anything could be left undone that ought to 
be done, I think the former result generally 
applied. 

Of course, when about 10 years of age I be- 
gan to receive tuition in Latin and Greek from 
my father, and under astern régime made 
considerable progress with the study and 
knowledge of those ancient languages, and 
added to a general acquaintance of those ele- 
mentary facts which goto form the modern 
schoolboy’s stock in trade. At the of 12 
I was pronounced ready for school, which in 
my case proved to be the preliminary canter 
for the race furnished by the university later 
on. 


Birchall Goes to Rossall. 

After much argument anent the different 
schools it was at length decided that I should 
be sent to Rossall, a large public school close 
to that far-famed seaside resort, Blackpool, in 
Lancashire. My father had an interest in the 
school, and hence the choice. It was a beauti- 
ful spot, close to the sea, with about twenty- 
two acres of play grounds and fine buildings. 
I think the number of boys in my time was 
300 or more. The head master was the 
Rev. H. H. James, B. D., now head 
master of Cheltenham College, England. The 
was in the year 1878. I entered the house of 
Capt. H. M. Ormsby, one of the junior mas- 
ters, and after a somewhat searching inter- 
view and examination by one of the other 
masters I was placed in the first form. There

Associates Shunned for a Time, 


I returned to school again and spent the re- 
mainder of that term in prety moody and 
miserable frame of mind, rarely associating 
with any one at all, save at the hours when 
lessons were going on. I used to wander off 
alone to the seashore and there spend many 
lonely hours. ‘ 

After a somewhat dull vacation of five 
weeks I returned, a good deal better both in 
body and mind, and prepared to go in strong] 


for athletic pursuits, for which 
had a strong taste. The school was 
divided into seven clubs for cricket 


and football, and I was placed in the fifth 
club, which was com of somé thirty or 
forty members. We played the association 
game as at present known and had a very 
good ground allotted to us. I soon rose to 
be captain of this club, a promotion much’ 
envied by others, and steadily made progress 
onward in the line of sports and pastimes. 

In work I kept on pretty steadily and soon 
was promoted to the third form, but this was 
a veritable slough of despond; out of itl 
could not get, and I remained a fixture for a 
long time. Finding myself unable to emerge 
from this form owing to the superior classical 
work of those above me, I set to work to stud 
science, and with such success that I carrie 
off the division prize for that subject at the 
end of the Christmas term in 1880, being a 
long way ahead of any other competitor, and 
very proud I was to see my name heading the 


a possible 200, I also joined the choir in the 
school chapel, and, being then possessed of a 
very fair treble voice, I sang much at con- 
certs, etc., with some success, my nerve stand- 
ing me in good stead and often leading to suc- 
cess where others failed from sheer nervous- 
— a very common failing among school- 
ys. 

During this period at Rossall I got into a 
good many scrapes, but was somewhat lucky 
in escaping detection on more than one oeca- 
sion when I was deserving of punishment. I 
was pursued by farmers when in search of 
birds’ eggs, chased by irate gamekeepers in 
the most flagrant acts of trespass, and though 
constantly suspected for various untimely 
events that happened I escaped many times 
without my deserts, the argumentum 
hominem being generally used instead of the 
more effective argumentum ad posteriorem.

ime, 
Sent to Another School. 

Early in 1881 my guardians thought fit to 
remove me from Kossall 
8 on nicely, and had emerged from that 

readtul third form into the fourth, and very 
nearly geined the fifth, giving as their reason 
that it was too far north. since they lived in 
the south, forme tocome and go, and that 
they had decided to send ine for the future to 
Reading, in Berkshire, England. I took all 
this with a very bad grace. and it was with the 
greatest regret. that I bade adieu to my old 
school friends, with whom I had grown so 
familiar and spent so many happy days in 
their company. When I look back over the 
list of those who were there with me, even in 
this short space of time, they are vastly 
changed. Many are dead, some of those I 
knew best. One of my best friends there was 
drowned, and many have gone out into the 
world asclergymen, members of different 
professions. A few, I am sorry to say, have 
followed the idler’s path. 


FALLS INTO EVIL WAYS, 


A Change from Rossall to Reading and 
What Resulted. 

Having bade adieu to Rossall, I arrived on 
the scene at Reading. It was a large school, 
standing on fine ground and surrounded by 
the fine town which has made a name in En- 
glish history for its seeds and biscuits. I was 
placed in the head master’s house and very 
soon discovered that between the discipline of 
the two schools there was a big difference, the 
standard at Reading being 50 per cent lower 
in favor of the pupil than it was at Rossall. 
This I was not slow to appreciate and very 
soon began a turn in affairs which laid the 
foundation of my wasted and riotous career 
at Oxford. 

I-was placed in the fourth form and found 
myself away ahead of those in it in many 
ways, the standard at the other school being 
very much higher than here: so I had a good 
deal of spare time on my hands. We each had 
a separate bedroom, and I was privi- 
leged to work in my own room in 


the eveni instead of down-stairs with 
the crowd. Along with a few other 
privileged ones I used to hold a kind 


of “at home from 7 till 9, and we 
used to meet regularly to consume such eat- 
ables as cannot be easily perceived either by 
remains or savory odor. I must also say that 
we went to the length of providing intoxicat- 
ing liquors, which one of us procured from a 
neighboring pub which we sometimes fre- 
quented during forbidden hours. Thus our 
work was allowed to slide, and we generally 
trusted to luck or to some one else having to 
construe the 100 lines of Virgil or Greek 
author that happened to be on the tapis. Luck 
generally favored us, however, and hardly 
ever did we suffer physically for our carou- 


sals. 

At 9 o’clock p. m. we used to assemble in 
the dining-hall for a hymn and prayers; after. 
that supper, consisting.of bread and cheese 
and one glass of beer—the word beer is not to 
be taken 8 here, it was too bad for that 
—and then to „except those who were al- 
lowed to sit up and work (7). The masters 
had their supper after we did, and on many 
occasions the mysterious disappearance of a 
leg of mutton or a pie and other articles de- 
clared necessary by schoolboys has been to 
those poor masters an unsolved problem. 
Oftentimes the choice viands prepared for the 

agogues have gone to supply the wants of 
ungry souls for which they were never in- 
tend However, we could often give the 
masters a start and a beating in the matter of 
suppers, for we held them on a grand scale in 


‘ defiance of all rules and regulations, and late 


into the night we reveled, safe from observa- 
tion. | 
Undesirable Acquaintances Formed. 

I was appointed a monitor by the head 
master, and this conferred the privileges of 
using a walking-stick and going to town when- 
ever one liked; and this suited me well. I 
also rose to prominénce in the athletic de- 
partment and was awarded a place on both 
the cricket and football teams, and was also 
appointed the Secretary of the Games Com- 
mittee, which position I held up to the time I 
left. We had many matches with the * 
at Oxford, which was only thirty-seven miles 
away; and we were also near the Royal Mili- 
tary College, Sandhurst, and a certain army 
tutor’s establishment (which shall be name- 
less), which was the terror of the neighbor- 
hood. This latter place and the members 
who composed it h liar fascinations for 
me. Their style, loud and horsy; their as- 
sumption of bogus autharity, and their prac-

a spirit of insubordination toward the mas- 
eg which eventually culminated in open re- 
bellion and brought on the downfall of that 
school from its former high position to its 
present low ebb. Long after we left and went 
to Oxford meetings were held by trustees to 
inquire into the state of things, the head mas- 
ter was called upon to resign, and almost 
every master and boy left. 

If only they had sent for us we could have 
explained the whole thing in very few words. 
I was sent for, and so far as I could I took the 
part of the staff against the trustees. That 
made no difference, however; we had ruined 
the place, and they knew it only too well when 
too late. Openly we used to refuse to obey 
the dictum of the masters, and they were pow- 
erless to do anything. 

He Excels in Science and Athletics. 

I carried off a number of. prizes during my 
stay of some three years, including several 
science prizes. One prize, for public recita- 
tion on prize-day, was much valued by me. I 
won also athietic prizes of different kinds for 
running, tennis, etc. _ 

We ous strictly forbidden to go down to 
the River Thames, which was not far distant, 
but nevertheless upon Sundays, despite the 
disadvantages of Sunday clothes and plug 
hats which we were compelled to wear that 
day, we managed to have many enjoyable 
days on the river, generally free from detec- 
tion of any kind, actual or inferred, In fact, 
whatsoever was against the rules and whatso- 
ever was redolent of lawlessness and disorder, 
in that we found especial delight. I say we, 
because I had a small ¢oterie of friends who 
heartily joined in with all these escapades, 
which, as I remarked before, were only the 
stepping stone to the further opportunities 
offered to us for the continuance of more ad- 
vanced disorder within the walls of the great 
university. 

During the last few weeks of my stay at 

ading I was preparing in a measure for 
passing the entrance examination at Oxford— 
not a very serious matter, but still one in 
which accuracy and detail played important 
parts. I entirely underestimated the stand- 
ard, and upon my appearing previous to my 
entering upon residence in Oxford I was pro- 
noun ‘‘non satis,” which is to say net up 
to the mark, At this time I was preparing to 
enter Jesus College, but being warned by 
friends not to do so on account of its bad 
standing in the ‘varsity I therefore retired 
— * into the country to gain the requi- 
site knowledge for the examination before 
mentioned. 

Two Things to Be Guarded Against. 

This brings me to what will be the longest 
part of my narrative and perhaps the most in- 
teresting to my readers. ore I go any fur- 
ther let me beg of any of my readers who are 
about to enter upon a university career, no 
matter where, to ize the truth of the 
warning that will be found in my university 
career, and to weigh with the utmost care and 
deliberation and to abjure as they would poi- 
son the two following acts, which are bound 
to lead to folly, sin, and ruin: First, never get 
into debt. Second, never borrow money. | 
you can’t get what you want and pay for it 
then and there it is better far to go without it. 
Debts accumulate before you are aware of 
it, and then the borrowing of money is 
gradually resorted to to peeves legal 
redress for debt or to keep the knowledge of 
the facts from sorrowing parents. I could 
quote many instances of loving parents who 
have stinted themselves of almost the bare 
necessities of life to keep their sons at Ox- 
ford, and how have the sons repaid them? By 
squandering the hard-earned means of the 
parents in idle dissipation and riotous living;

UNLIMITED CRE AT OXFORD, 


An Evil That Tempts the Student at This 
Famous Varsity Town, 

A man goes up to Oxford. He enters col- 
lege, be it which it may, He no sooner enters 
his rooms, which ha apart for him. 
than he finds his table covered with letters 
from tradesmen who vie with each other for 
the honor of supplying him with all manner 
of things, necessary and unnecessary, and let- 
ters, even at this early stage of the proceed- 
ings, from money-lenders offering him any 
amount on his note of hand simply. Some of 
these live perhaps in the adjoining street. 
He can get credit unlimited from the wine 
merchant, the grocer, cigar merchant; who 


deems it a personal favor to be 
privileged to keep in condition a 
dozen boxes of the best Havanas 


for his use; the tailor, from whom he will 
afterward borrow many a flve-pound note and 
see it put down in the bill as clothes; the 
shoemaker, the book store, the Italian ware- 
house men, the restaurants, and if he be a 
hunting or driving man and does not keep his 
own ho rses, then his bills will be largely aug- 
mented by his stable account, which wiil 
reach a length and amount in a short time 
“me no only Oxford men are used to the 
sight of. 

rom all these and a host of others he can 
get almost unlimited credit, and when his 
credit fails with one he then can transfer his 
orders and custom to another man who deals 
in the same-class of goods. Now you see the 
temptation. A man goes up from school or 
home into a sea of life. There is practically 
nothing he sees there he wishes for that he 
cannot have. His credit unlimited; he is his 
own master; life and liberty todo his pleas- 
ure are his. What greater temptation than 
these can be set out before aman starting life? 
And to me as I sit writing in my prison cell I 
know that had it not been for these and other 
means of luring a man from the right path 
when starting life I should not be sitting here 
tonight. Let me beg of all those then as they 
read this tale of misery to take warning them- 
selves and to warn others of the fate that sure- 
ly awaits all those who fall into these snares. 

Exceptions That Prove the Rule, 

There are instances, it is true, in which men 
have extricated theinselves from the mass of 
debt which they have incurred, but how long 
has it taken them, and to what extent kept 
them down and in want in life? It is in the 
commencement that a start must be made 
against debt, and by the man himself. Tempta- 
tion is very strong, and for a time he will 
not notice any evil co uences—but wait 
only wait a little longer, see the result of 
yielding. 

A very well-known tailor in Oxford once 
told me that he had just received £5 from a 
clergyman on account of his bill contracted 
when he was at Oxford, many years before, 
and that he was constantly receiving sums 
due on accounts of ten and fifteen years’ 
standing.

X. has today borrowed 450.“ “That looks 
bad,“ says the tradesman, ‘“ Tes,“ says the 
shark, you had better give me your bill to 
collect for you.“ and this is done by others 
also. Then the shark writes to the unsuspect- 
ing idiot who has borrowed the £50, saying that 
the bills have been placed in his hands for col- 
lection and must be -paid by a certain date. 
There are two courses open—the one pleasing to 
the shark—i. e., to continue borrowing—or the 

other, which is by far the best in the end, pro- 
vided you only do it once and there let it end, 
is to make a clean breast of your difficulties to 
your parents and get them to advise you; only 
don’t impose upon them if they happen to 
help you once.

EDUCATION THE ONLY WAY. 


No Other Method of Solving the Indian 
Question. 

ALBuquerqusp, N. M., Oct. 29.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. It is cheaper to educate the Indians 
than to kill them. Leaving all questions of hu- 
manity out of account, a strictly b isiness view of 
the matter presents sufficient reasons for estab- 
lishing and maintaining schools for the education 
of the Indian children. Wild tribes herded to- 
gether on reservations may be held in subjection 
as long as they are guarded by a sufficient num- 
ber of troops to hold them in check. But that 
sort of government is not according to the Amer 
can idea, and should not be practiced even upon 
Indians any longer than it is absolutely necessary. 
Until we take the necessary steps, however, to 
bring about a radical change in the habits and 
customs of the Indian there is no reasonable 
probability that we shall be able to 
make any improvement in our man- 
ner of governing him. As long as 
we permit generation after generation 
of Indians to grow up to be brutes, we shall have 
to continue from generation to generation to gov- 
ern them as brutes. But whatever measures are 
taken forthe purpose of civilizing the Indians 
must be applied to the children; we merely 
waste our time in trying to do anything with the 
adults. The school for Indian children seems to 
be the only measure that can solve the problem of 
Indian civilization, and when educational work 
among them shall be undertaken by the Goveru- 
ment in the right way, and on a sufficiently com- 
prehensive scale, the Indian question will set- 
tle itself in the course of one generation and 
cease to be a perplexing problem in our 

litical economy. But without education we 

ave but two alternatives—either to con- 
tinue indefinitely the expensive and danger- 
ous process of governing the Indian like a 
wild beast, or butcher him. Both these 
lahs are repugnant to the 8 of our 
overnment and discreditable to the civilization 
of the age. Education offers the only acceptable 
solution of the problem. The Government has

And “thus it happens t the 
indian schools, which have been established at

It will be admitted, of course, that the school 
should not be on the reservation, that the pupils 
may not be under the immediate influence of the 
savage customs of their peor.

A NEW SUBMARINE BOAT. 


An Italian Invention—Spherical and Prom- 
ising Great Things. 

A submarine vessel, which, when perfected, 

will have solved the problem of submarine 
navigation, at least in the opinion of the 
Rome correspondent of the London Stand- 
ard, has been invented by a young Italian 
engineer, Sig. Baisamello. The principal 
feature of the vessel is that it is 
spherical. In the interior, says this cor- 
respondent, “is room for the machinery, by 
which it is possible to propel, steer, sink, and 
raise to the surface again with perfect ease 
and simplicity this balla nautica (nautical 
ball), as is called in Italian. It, is, more- 
over, fitted with lenses by which those in the 
interior cannot only guide their way, but 
also see the submerged articles that it is de- 
sired to bring to the surface. For this pur- 
pose the nautical ball is furnished with grap- 
nels and hooks on the outside which can be 
manipulated from the interior. Both on the 
surface and under the sea it can be steered 
either in a direct line or turned with perfect 
ease. 
Among those who witnessed the experi- 
ments with this vessel at Civita Vecchia the 
other day were competent persons sent by the 
Ministers of Marine, of War, of Jndustry and 
Commerce, and of Public Works, who are to 
report on this new invention. The ball under- 
went all the experiments perfectly and with- 
out a hitch. It was made to sink several 
meters below the surface of the sea, and 
directed straight to a large ship, under whose 
hull it passed. A large flat board was then 
thrown into the sea, the nautical ball being 
invisible, as it was still under water. By 
and by.a loud report was heard. A mass of 
water rose close to where the board had been, 
and as the foam produced by the explosion 
cleared away all that was to be seen of the 
board was a few shattered remains. Those in 
the ball had seen the board thrown into the 
sea, had immediately proceeded to it, placed 
their cartridge under it, and had cleared out 
of the way before the explosion took place. 
To illustrate how quickly the getting out of 
the way can be effected, the ball was brought 
to the surface the moment the explosion was 
over a good forty yards off. 

A beam with weights attached to it, so as 
to make it sink, was then thrown overboard 
off the steamer on which the spectators were 
watching. The ball sank after it and in a few 
minutes rose to the surface again with the 
beam, which it had picked up with its grap- 
nels, The exactitude and precision of these 
difficult maneuvers were greatly praised. 
machinery in this experimental ball 
is worked by hand—both propeller, steer- 
ing, and other apparatus. In a much 
larger ball, which the engineer intends 
constructing, the propeller will be driven by 
electric motor. Another most important 
matter that this submarine bali has solved is 
the taking of submarine photographs. The 

rinciple on which this invention of Sig. 

alsamello is based is the law of the specitic 
weight of bodies; but the spheric form adopted 
for this nautical ball is a new theory, 
which, pe might be difficult to 
understand. In fact, taking the thing as 
it is, it would seem impossible that 
the round body could have a4 rectilinear 
motion. But profound study has demon- 
strated that such can be the case. Not only 
does this ball navigate in a straight line, but 
when it is to turn it it does it with 
the greatest ease and on its own axis, which in 
navigation is à great ad vantage. The Govern- 
ment has looked with much favor on this in- 
vention of Sig. Balsamello, and it is thought 
probable that it will buy the patent.” 1

In 
the libraries of the institute, he suggested, 
should be found the discourses of Chalmers, 
Beecher, Spurgeon, Gladstone, Wilberforce, 
Magee, ete., and these would train and in- 
spire churchmen to better work than most of 
them are now capeble of. 


Electricity for Naval Uses, 

Parts, Nov. 5.—Great interest is taken in naval 
circles in the possibilities of the application of 
electricity to naval uses. The Government has 
taken the matter up and proposes to institute a 
series of lectures for the benefit of naval officers 
on the theory and use of electricity. These lect- 
urés will be given by recognized experts, and will 
extend over a period of four months. Particular at- 
tention will be paid to the various systems of 
electric lighting, which four working electricians 
from each nav rt will carefully study under 
the direction of the Government. 


Wants More Time for Experiments. 

BERLIN, Nov. 5.—The National Zeitung says 
that Prof. Koch. who, it is claimed, has discov- 
ered a method for the cure of consumption by in- 
oculation, has made application tobe relieved 
from some of the duties attached to the professor- 
ship held by him at the Berlin University in order 
that he may have more time to pursue his experi- 
ments. These experiments are being made with 
the object of discovering cures for other diseases, 
including inflamed spleen and similar affections 
and infeetious diseases, such as cholera, diph- 
theria, typhus-fever, etc. 


Intended to Ruin France. 

Parts, Nov. 5.—The Boulangist deputy for 
Millevoye writes to the Eclair a story that is of 
considerable interest. He relates that the Prince 
of Wales in 1875 warned Marshal MacMahon, the 
President of the French Republic, that Germany 
intended to make war afresh upon France with 
the purpose of crippling the country beyond re- 
covery.

the eight years of its existence has been to pro- 
vide sufficient accommodations for all those that 
desire to attend. It doesn’t require much argu- 
ment to convince any one that the most desirable 
point for the establishment of an institution for 
the education of the Indians is the point at which 
you can get the Indians; and although an Indian 
school in some Eastern State might possees very 
superior advantages, yet, if you can’t induce the 
Indians to send their children to it, of what use is 
it for this purpose? 

There could just as well be 1,000 children in the 
school at this point as 200—the number now in at- 
tendance—if they could be accommodated. The 
children are axious to come, but the school is not 
able to take them for want of room. As a business 
proposition, then, would it not pay the Govern- 
mont better to increase the facilities for this 
school, where the Indians are ready and anxious to 


send their children, than to spend the money for 


this purpose upon schools in the East, where the 
parents of the children to be educated will not 
send them?

HOW WOULD THE TRUSTS LIKE IT? 


A Plan to Keep Prices Down Under the 
New Tariff. 

Fonp pu Lac, Wis., Nov. 3.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. }]—Senator Sherman of Ohio warned the 
trusts and combines against attempting to use 
the new Tarilf law for the purpose of forcing up 
prices on the articles upon which there has been 
an increase of duty placed by the bill. 

If it is constitutional to insert the reciprocity 
clause in the Tariff law, allowing the President to 
discriminate against countries who discriminate 
against this country in trade relations, why would 
it not be equally constitutional to have inserted 
a clause something like the following? When- 
ever the President of the United States shail be 
satisfied that any article upon which there is an 
import duty imposed is enhanced in price by a 
trust or combination of individuals above its nom- 
inal vaine it shall be his duty to remove the im- 
port duty from any such article and allow foreign 
— against the same unrestricted.“ This 
would be sure death to the trust and would make 
it absolutely necessary to have * 
among manufacturers in this country, bei 


ing in 
constant fear of the foreign competitor. Although 
the last Congress passed a law to destroy trusts, 
it is safe to say it will never be successfully en- 
forced. : 

it is impossible to check the disposition that is 
stalking up and down this fair land like a roaring 
lion against forming combinations to suppress 
production, to enhance prices, and to do every 
other conceivable thing to filch money from the 
pockets of the people. upon the principle that to 
take a few doliars from each one will not be 


seriously felt, but the aggregate will be enormous. 


Tariffs are duties supposed to be levied upon the 
persons who do business outside of the United 
States and who ship their products to this coun- 
try to sell. They pay so much money for the 
privilege. But the trusts and combines are usi 
the tariff for personal aggrandizement and greet, 
and the theory of developing new industries, if 
not mythical when the new industry is begun, be- 
comes mythical when it is a part of the combine, 
Give us a little reciprocal exchange against trusts 
—the power to deal with the avaricious here in 
the United States—and a great deal will have 
been accomplished toward making men live up to 
honest business principles. It is an old adage 
that competition is the life of trade, but according 
to latter-day business dealings competition is a 
thing no business pan stand. Trusts should be 
made to stand foreign competition if they are de- 
termined not to have competition at home.

Mr. Hogge is a ship broker at Southampton and 
his aflidavit states that he was induced by person- 
al solicitation of William Wadsworth Miller, hus- 
band of Mrs. Miller. to invest £2,600 in shares of 
the codperative J. He was to receive 70 
per cent of all profits, payable at the end of each 
month. His first month’s profit was remitted 
to him but the next month’s profit was not forth- 
coming. He telegraphed to Field & Co. that he 
wished to have shares redeemed Sept. 27, and 
they replied, telling him to send his shares to 
them for redemption. When he arrived in Lon- 
don two days later he found that Field & Co. had 
fled to parts unknown. 

Detective Lawley investigated the affairs of 
Field & Co. after the various members of the firm 
had fled. He avers that he was able to learn that 
Mrs. Miller was frequently intrusted with the cus- 
tody of large sums received by the firm for invest- 
ment, and that he was unable to find that it had 
been invested in any way with the exception of 
paying it out from the banks wherein it was de- 

ited to Mrs. Miller in drafts payable at sight 
iu this city. ' . 
The case was adjourned until tomorrow.

Minister Lincoln Arrives in New York with 
His Son’s Remaius. 


New Tonk, Nov. 5.—[{Special.]—Looking care- 
worn after his stormy journey across the Atlantic 
Minister to England bert T. Lincoln landed 
from the Inman line steamer City of New Lork at 
6 o'clock this evening. Between decks on the 
steamer and in a metallic, hermetically sealed cof- 
fin was the embalmed body of the Minister’s only 
son, the late Master Abraham Lincoln, whose 
brave battle for life was fully recorded in THE 
TRIBUNE. It isto bury this son that the Minister 
has come to America in the midst of his labors in 
the chief foreign office of this country. It was 
easy to see that the death of his son sti weighed 
heavily on Mr. Lincoln's mind. The lines of his 
face had deepened, and he was not the same 
cheery. happy-looking man who stepped so brisk- 
ly up the gang way some months ago. 

rt There is very little I can say to you,” he re- 
marked. I understand that the Democrats have 
literally swept the country, and that Tammany is 
triumphant in New York, All l can say is that I 
am sorry to hear it, and I can only hope th&t it is 
an ‘off year,’ as they say. I shall hope for differ- 
ent reports in the future. You ‘know we had an 
experience in 1862 which many will probably re- 
member. It is hard to say how an election would 
have resulted that year. 

Minister Lincoln was met atthe pier by Mr. 
Edgar L. Wells of No. 257 Fifth avenue, whose 
guest the Minister was tonight. Mr. S. B. Eaton, 
and ascore of other friends were also present to 
greet Mr. Lincoln. Col. Story, in charge of 
the surveyors’ staff, hastened the landing 
of his baggage, which will be sent on to 
Chicago, for which city Mr. Lincoln will start to- 
morrow. There the burial of Master Abraham 
will take place. The body will be forwarded as 
soon as the necessary formalities are complied 
with. Before returning to England Mr. Lincoln 
will pay a brief visit to Washington. He will re- 
main four weeks in America.

The Longest Passage on Record. 

The British ship Hospodar, Capt. Thomason, 
arrived in port last evening after a passage of 474 
days from London, England, via Rio Janeiro 191 
days and Valparaiso 69 days. The passage of the 
Hospodar is the longest one ever made by a vessel 
between the two ports. She left London June 29, 
1889, and Dec. 27 was reported at Rio Janeiro with 
rigging damaged and the Captain sick.

The Deepest Lake Known. 

By far the deepest lake known in the world is 
Lake Balkil, in Siberia, which is every way compar- 
able to the great Canadian lakes as regards size; 
for, while its area is ove? 9,000 square miles, mak- 
ing it about equal to Erie in superficial extent. its 
enormous depth of between 4,000 and 4,500 feet 
makes the volume of its waters almost equal to 
that of Lake Superior. Although its surface is 1,350 
feet above the sea level, its bottom is nearly 3.000 
feet below it. The Caspian Lake, or sea, as it is 
usually called, has a depth in its southern basin 
of over 3,000 feet. Lake Maggiore is 3,000 feet deep, 

e Como nearly 2,000 feet, and Lego-di-Garda, 
another Itali ake, has a depth in certain places 
of 1,900 feet. Lake Constance is over 1,000 feet 
deep, and Huron and Michigan reach depths of 
900 and 1,000 feet.—Geographical News.

ROMANCE OF THE REVOLUTION, 


Love Letters More than a Century Old 
Found in New York, 

New York Sun: On the ancient battlefield 
of Stone Arabia, in the Town of Palatine, 
Montgomery County, was found recently a 
metallic box, the contents of which reveal an 
interesting romance of long ago. The box 
was badly battered and was begrimed with 
the rust of many years. It was about six 
inches long and two inches deep. The 
casket was opened with considerable ditti- 
culty, and its contents were found to consist 
ofa locket and a bundle of letters written 
upon parchment and tied with a faded piece 
of blue ribbon. The locket is of gold and of 
exquisite workmanship. It has on one side, 
inscribed in monogram, the letters “A. H. 
D.,“ while on the other is a curiously wrought 
— wey scene. The locket contains a mini- 
ature, ‘delicately painted on porcelain, of a 
young lady of rare beauty. 

The letters, though the writing was some- 
what faded by the lapse of time, were quite 
easily read. They were addressed to Capt. 
Lowe, an officer in the British army durmg 
tne Revolutionary War. As appears by the 
letters, Capt. Lowe was the betrothed of the 
lady whose portrait is in the locket. The letters 
are written in the most tender language. 
The last one in the ket was written just 
before the battle of Stone Arabia, and is 
very pathetic in tone. A strain of sadness 
and melancholy runs . the letter, as 
if the fair young writer had a presentiment 
that she was never more to meet her lover. 
She wrote that her health was failing, and 
she longed for the return of her beloved, 
as she feared that her days were numbered. 

The finder of the box and contents, a 
gentleman residing at Palatine Bridge, took 
much interest in his awed pg’ and resolved 
to investigate the romance. He hada photo- 
graph taken from the miniature in the locket 
and sent it with the letter, requesting infor- 
mation, to the officials of the Royal Historical 
Society of London. After considerable delay 
he received a letter from the society officials, 
which completes the story, the outline of 
which is indicated by the letters in the 
casket. The writer of the letters was Alice 
Douglass, a young lady of rank, belonging to 
one of the noblest and most aristocratic 
families in Britain. She became enamored 
of Capt. Lowe, when that brave young officer 
was with his regiment at London and they 
were engaged to be married. When the 
American colonists arose in rebellion Capt. 
Lowe was sent with his regiment to America. 

Capt. Lowe served with bravery and dis- 
tinction in the British army in the early years 
of the Revolution. He was con with 
the forces of Sir John Johnson when he made 
his celebrated raid though the Mohawk 
Valley in the fall of 1780. Coming down 
from Canada with an army of British reg- 
ulars, Indians, and Tories, Col. Johnson 
laid waste with ruthless hand the fair and 
fertile fields of the Mohawk Valley. The set- 
tlers were massacred, their dwellings burned, 
and crops destroyed. Sir John continued 
his march of devastation, up the Mohawk 
River, westward from Ca awaga 2 
Fonda). Gen. Robert Van Rensselaer of the 
patriot army hastily collected a body of 
Albany and er. militia and went in 
pursuit of the enemy. Fort Paris at Stone 
Arabia was commanded by Col. John Brown, 
no braver man than whom held a commission 
in the Continental army, Gen. Van Rens- 
selaer sent a message to Col. Brown to leave 
the fort with its garrison and head off Col. 
Jolmson’s troops, while he fell — their 
rear. Gen. Van Rensselaer thus hoped to 
hem Johnson and his army in between two 
fires and capture them. In response to the 
orders of his General Col. Brown and his 
little band of patriots marched out of Fort 
Paris to do battle with the enemy. This 
force numbered less than 200, while the 
enemy had four times as many. The Ameri- 
can troops fell into an ambuscade, and were 
taken at a disadvantage. They held their 

ound bravely for awhile, however, and a 
— struggle followed. The patriots 
were overpowered by numbers, and were at 
length compelled . 12 way, While their 
brave commander fell dead with a musket 
ball in the heart. Capt. Lowe, at the head of 
his forces, 3 | led the charge upon the 
Americans. Rendered a conspicious mark b 
his commanding presence and officer’s uni- 
form, he drew the fire of a sharpshooter and 
sank to earth mortally wounded. A comrade 
knelt beside him and raised him in his arms. 
The dying soldier with his last exp 
strength drew the casket from his bosom 
handed it to his companion. . 

Take it,“ he whispered, “and carry it to 
Alice. Tell her I died bravely, and that my 
latest breath spoke her loved name.“ 

They buried him on the field of battle, with 
his martial cloak around him fora shroud. 
Here also was laid at rest Col. Brown, the 
brave American commander. Side by side 
they lie, the patriot and the inyader, as 
repose Wolfe and Montcalm on the plains of 
Abraham. 

The companion to whom Capt. Lowe in- 
trusted the casket hastily concealed it by 
burying it near a stump in the field, ex 
ing to return for it after the pursuit of the 
flying enemy. The British army, however, 
never returned to the spot, as Gen. Van Rensse- 
laer’s detachment and other american forces 
* upon them fiercely to avenge the 

eath of their comrades in arms. Sir John 
Johnson and his forces were compelled to 
beat a hasty retreat to Canada, and the 
metallic box belonging to Capt. Lowe lay 
buried near its dead owner for more than a 
century, when it was discovered. 

Miss ‘Doug the 2M frome bethrothed 
of the English officer, waited many weeks and 
months for of her absent lover. Her 
health failed *in when at length the 
sad news came of death she could not 
stand the shock. The marble ne 
which marks her grave bears the 
inscription: “Died of a Broken Heart.“

The question of the use of 
short-line rates by long or roundabout routes 
was also discussed and finaily referred to a spe- 
cial committee for further consideration. 

There was a long discussion regarding a pro- 
position to discontinue the sale of unlimited 
tickets to points on foreign lines, but a conclusion 
was not reached. The rest of the time of the 
meeting was taken up in the consideration of ap- 
plications for reduced rates to meetings and con- 
ventions. The usual reduction in rates for the 
Christmas and New Year holidays was author-
